The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art to: 

"a power down detector that detect when power to the memory device is being 
lost and generates the pre-selected storage signal wherein the power down detector is 
adapted to provide a pre-selected storage signal that has a sufficient pulse width to 
change the magnetic state of the GMR storage cell" as claimed in the independent 
claim 1; or 

"a load transistor that receives the output pulse signal and generate a pre- 
selected storage signal that has a sufficient pulse width to change the magnetic state of 
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the GMR storage cell when detecting that the power to the electronic device is being 
lost" as claimed in the independent claim 27; or 

"a pulse signal having a sufficient pulse width to change the magnetic state of at 
least one GMR storage cell upon detecting the power interrupt" as claimed in the 
independent claim 40.
